The  Warren  Historical  Society  takes  great  pride  in 
offering  this  Index  to  Cyrus  Eaton’s  Annals  of  Warren  as 
a  contribution  to  Maine’s  Sesquicentennial  Celebration.  It 
was  suggested  by  the  retiring  Historian,  Mrs.  Richard 
Howard,  in  her  annual  report,  that,  in  compiling  an  Index, 
we  would,  in  fact,  accomplish  a  double  goal.
